YOKE, May IG.-The second annual 


banquet of the Young Men's Democrat- 
ic society held in this city to-night was 
the most elaborate in the history of the 
city.

In one bare but costly plot are buried 


several children, side by side. Enclosing 
the little graves, as though the iron rail- 
ing were not prison-like enough, hangs a 
huge chain, terminating in large, jingling 
tassels, all made of staring blue and 
white glass beads.

I suppose such offering—"mortuary"

WASRINOTON, May Is, 1534. 


Sailors of C'jm)iikr: The public re- 


ceived its first knowledge this week thai 
in addilion to more or less disreputable 
methods of defeating tariff legislation, 
attempts h;,d been made to bribe Sena- 
tors to vote against the tariff bill, but 
the Democratic managers of the tariff 
bill have known for some time that an 
attempt had been made by a lobbyist 
named Buttz, once a carpet-bag Repub- 
lican member of the House from South 
Carolina, to bribe Senators Iltmton, of 
Virginia, and Kyle, of South Dakota, to 
vote against the bill. Buttz claimed to 
represent a wealthy syndicate which was 
prepared to spend $1,()UO,00() to defeat 
the tariff bill. He went to the home of 
Senator Ilunton and told a son of that 
gentleman that his father could have 
$-'5,000 if he would agree to vote against 
the bill. Senator Ilunton at once in- 
formed half a dozen Democratic Sena- 
tors. Buttz had the audacity to broach 
the subject to Mr.Kvlein person. That 
gentleman referred him to his private 
secielary, after instructing that func- 
tionary to have a witness to their conver- 
sation, and in the presence of a witness 
Butt/, offered to give ilr. Kyle $M,000 to 
vote against the bill. Mr. Kyle at once 
placed these facts in the hands of the 
Democratic Senators and expressed his 
willingness to aid iu bringing this would- 
be briber to justice. It has not yet been 
decided what, if any, action will be taken 
by the Senate, but there is little doubt 
that these attempts will hasten the pas- 
sage of the tariff bill. 


Secretary Iloke Smith has added to his 


popularity with Georgians by the help he 
has given the delegation from Atlanta 
here this week to work up Congressional 
interest in the International Exposition 
to be held at Atlanta in 1895.

Victor Hugo, is, like having mahogany 
furniture, a mark of respectability. 


One sunny day last March, the three 


of us who explored Palis together took 
an open carriage to drive to this most 
famous of all "God's Acres.'' We made 
a wide detour from the Arch to pass the 
Opera, the Louvre, the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and the Place de la Bastile, think- 
ing it well to prepare our minds by this 
Heeling glimpse of the pomps and vaui- 


the venerable Bede seemed to be the na- 
tron saint of Pere la Chaise. 


One stands amazed at such elaborate 


and meaningless vulgaritv here of all 
places, where cultured and"artistic Paris 
has for generations buried her most illus- 
trious dead. "Tintypes" aud wax aud 
paper (lowers under glass abound, but 
the rarest thing, that spring day, was a 
natural blossom, though all along the 
boulevards one could buy double violets 
Irom the fragrant piny handcarts at 2 
sons a bunch, aud roses, mimosas and 
white lilacs for a franc.

But if living Paris is crowded, what is 


Pere la Chaise ? In less than the third 
of a square mile are 20,000 monuments, 
and heaven alone knows how many 
bodies beside have been buried, unmark- 
ed, in the concessions temporaires, and 
in the old fosses communes, while they 
dare no longer dig the overteeming soil 
of the cemeteries inside the walls. 


The ground was new to its use in 1814, 


when the Russians, at the third attack, 
capture Pere la Chaise from the boys of 
the Alfort school, bivouacked among the 
tombs, and cut down funereal cypresses 
to boil their camp kettles. But when 
Frenchman fought Frenchman here in 
1871, under the guns of Moutmarte, the 
known and unknown dead beneath their 
feet numbered tens of thousands. 


But it was not alone the crowding that 


horrified us; we had lived too long in a 
Paris fiat not to know the costliness of 
ground rents. It was the artificial and 
pagan ghastliness of the decorations. 


Immortelles ate there, indeed; huge 


wreaths of immortal hideousness that 
cannot fade, having no freshness, and 
from which all naturalness, significance 
and beauty has heen wrung long ago, in 
the workshops. Where was the wild, 
pungent odor of their cousins, our own 
"sweet everlasting," suggestive of old 
letters; and keepsakes and orange blos- 
soms? These things smelled only of the 
dye with which they were tinted yellow, 
slate-colored, purple and black. Horri- 
ble mummies of flowers 1 
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Joubt from the dangerous and wicked 
too, and the bits of mottoes they bear 
are most pitiful. Along the base of the 
wall runs a thick hem of ivy, and beside 
it .stands a rosebush. We had spared 
lleloise her gravel and boughten trophies 
but, under the delusion that a roseleaf 
would grow again, I stooped to pick one 
here. There came a sharp, metallic rat- 
tle, and I cut my glove; that rosebush 
was made ot tin. So was the ivy 
It 


was some comfort to know that the grass 
and the graves were real, and that the 
others would presently make the same 


After that, dreary pleasantry one was 


not easily surprised, so it seemed nuite 
natural when a t-'ood-natured youn" fel- 
low, in the Sunday best of a workman 
took pity on my discomfiture, came over 
and. disgorging a pocketful of relics, pro- 
ceeded to divide up with me. 


He explained that the weather had 


rusted the wires so that many pieces had

In the seepy, moist ground of the val- 


ley is a little spring between the lines of 
blue and gray, where at nightfall in un- 
spoken truce the soldiers of both armies 
came for water and compared notes on 
the day's battle. Kot far away, behind 
their breast-works, knelt the Confeder- 
ates of the Second Maryland, who at 
Gulp's Hill fought hand to hand with 
brothers and old comrades, the first 
Maryland—Federals. 


Tlieir's is the only Confederate monu- 


ment on the field of Gettysburg, unless 
in a certain sense may be counted that 
famous one near Little Hound-Top so 
well named the High Water Mark of 
the Rebellion. This stone, guarded by 
two field pieces, is surmounted by a 
great book upon whose page is told the 
story of Pickett's tremendous charge 
across the plain and up the slope until 
upon this crest, he met a still more tre- 
mendous di'feat from Hancock's men. 


A small ohservatary tower crowns 


Little Round-Top, from which one may 
look straight down the line of Pickett's 
charge to the gigantic, weird, dark 
rocks to Devil's Den, from whose clefts 
rebel sharp-shooters picked off officers 
and gunners; over the Wheatfield and 
the Peach Orchard to Lee's main line 
on Seminary Ridge. 


To the north stretches the Union line

The Floods of Last Week. 


Williamsport suffered by far the most 


of any community in the country. The 
water reached Hood tide at 32 feet, and 
carried away or destroyed «i,000 000 
worth of property. On Sunday morn- 
ing the waters began to assume serious 
proportion. From all points up the 
river came alarming reports and at 9 
o'clock so critical did the situation seem 
that the bells on the fire engine houses 
and Court-house were rung to give the 
people notice of their peril. Whistles of 
shops and saw mills added their shrill 
notes of warning. In the shops aud 
factories workmen were busy all day 
removing machinery and tools liable to 
damage, while merchants busied them- 
selves putting their goods on top shelves 
or into second stories 
By these means 


when the ilood came, as expected, Sun- 
day night, people were partially prepar- 
ed against it. At that time the river 
had reached the height of about 22 feet 
and many of the streets were "under 
water. Washouts were reported from 
all the surrounding country, and no 
trains arrived or departed. 


On Monday morning, after a restless 


night of anxiety, the citizens awoke to 
find the river had reached the height of 
twenty-eight feet and was still rising, 
while rain continued to pour down. 
Two thirds of the city was covered by 
water, which increased in volume until 
in some localities it had reached a depth 
of eight feet

boat brought it forth, and as no other 
method of travel was available they dia 
a flourishing business.

Philadelphia physician aud literateur 
says that nervousnessis the characteristic 
malady of the American Sation and 
that 19 growing in such a frightfully ac- 
celerated ratio every year as to thread 
appalling disaster at no distant date 
In some of the busy centers the propor- 
tion of nerve death bus multiplied more 
than twenty times in the last forty years 
and now its victims number more thao' 
one-fourth of all the deaths recorded. 
Thefirstand most potent cause of this Dr 
Mitchell says is the climate. People 
coming largely from the phlegmatic 
races undergo a change of temperament 
here and become excitable in a degree 
that is unknown in any other part of the 
world. Another effect of the climate is 
tliat it makes a strain of physical or 
mental labor much more severe than it is 
elsewhere. In England or thecantinent 
of Europe peopla can work harder with- 
out injury than here. White men ate 
much more effected by the climate than 
others. Xegroes are almost exempt 
from nervous disease, and a slight 
change of color seems to be a safeguard

formidable producers of nerve cVsease 
are the dollar devil and the school tend 
The late hours of the rich and fashion- 
able woman do not hurt-thev liav.

In 
some cases all traces were lost of the 
shallow trenches and scant graves into 
which the bodies of brave men were, per- 
force, hastily rolled, after lying for days 
uuburied beneath a July sun. In that 
time of triumph and desolation, inextric- 
able confusion and terrible suffering, the 
wounded demanded the chief care and 
burial was rather for the sake of the liv- 
ing than of the dead. 


The heavy rains that follow a great 
battle, as if to wash the blood stains from 
the earth, blotted away the slight marks 
hurriedly placed. The wheels of cannon 
and caissons rolling away to the south, 
then of ambulances, then of farm wag- 
ons, crushed them flat long before the 
National Cemetery was dedicated in the 
following November. Even now, when 
land is newly plowed or a flood tears gul- 
lies through it, bones of men are often 
found with buttons or bits of accoutre- 
ments to show upon which side they 
fought 30 years ago.

The miners will not yield, they say, un-

Many, 
and perhaps a majority of Ihe operators were 
willing to give this, but they have not been 
ible to come to snch an agreement. 


Is PESKSVLTASIA.—A crisis in the coal 


itrike is at hand, but the visit of Governor 
Pattison to Hontzlale and Osceola Mills on 
Saturday to confer with tbe miners has, as 
was expected, put a new phase upon the sit- 
uation in Central Pennsylvania.

There 
are 3 OOOpersons along the line of tbe Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal indirectly dependent 
upon the canal for snpport, and about 800 
directly interested in the working of that 
great waterway.

tncky border has had ita efleet, and it is 
thought the Jellico men will soon resume 
work. 


Wheeling, W. Va., May 27.—Tbe strike 


of the coal miners is getting to be a serious 
affair for Wheeling, although it is making 
splendid business for those mines in the 
State which are at work. There are 5000 
men idle in this city to-day on account of 
the scarcity of coal.

1,500 people reside, a reign of terror exists. 
Within a half mile of the corporation limits 
of the town all day long fully 300 nnion 
miners armed with rifles hare paraded np 
and down the side of the bill. Occasionally 
a detour into the village would be made and 
people whom the miners thought to be oh- 
j -ctionahle were ordered to leave the place. 


The gnards from Denver, upon arrival at 


Victor, went into camp on a neighboring 
bill. The strikers threw ont a picket line, 
entirely surrounding them, bnt at a distance 
that guarantees them safety from the depu- 
ties' rifles. 


It is said the strikers have planted under 


their breast works on Bull Hill a quantity 
of dynamite, with the intention of blowing 
it np if it should be taken and occupied by 
the deputies.

Cultivation of Corn. 


31AKUKINQ AVD FERTn.IZUfG. 


May is the month when the corn is 


planted, and ar it is the most important 
crop in this country, it receives more at- 
tention from 
experiment than an} 


other. Its value does not consist of the 
grain only, as no ether crop on the farm 
can compare with it as a forage pro- 
ducer, the value of its fodder being equal 
to that of its grain. Corn receives more 
careless treatment than some crops The 
land may be rough and fu'l of lumps, 
but wten no other crop seems suitable 
for it corn is planted and made to yield 
well 
One of the advantages connected 


with com growing is that the land re- 
ceives usually good cultndtion, which 
clears the soil of weeds anu prepares it 
for some succeeding crop that cannot be 
cultivated 
The rougueit soil is re- 


duced to fineness when devoted to corn, 
and the crop is one of the surest on the 
farm 


Corn is a gross feeding plant and uses 


an} kind of manure that may be applied 
Its roots run in all directions, and form 
a close netting near the surface It is 
also capable of enduryig considerable 
drought, and delights in the warmest 
days of summer It is ne\ er gi\ en too 
much manure, as it is capable of feeding 
over every square inch of surface 
The 


manure should be broadcasted and 
worked into the soil 
"When fertilisers 


are applied they should be broadcasted 
instead of appbed in the hill 
Phos- 


phates alwaysgneexcePent results with 
corn, especial!} in assisting to fill out 
the seeds when the ears are forming, 
while potash promotes the growth of the 
stalks. Xitrogen, in any form, alwavs 
shows Rood effects on com, and this is 
especially the result -nhen corn is plant- 
ed on ciclo>er sod 
Before planting the 


seed apply from 300 to GOO pounds of 
m^ed fertilizer per acre, harrow it in, 
and lay off the rows 
The increased 


yield of crop will pay for the fertiliser if 
the season is in any degree favorable 


The corn land should have been plow- 


ed early in the spring, so as to allow 
the frost to reduce it, and to destroy 
cut warms in the soil, but it may again 
be cioss plowed just before planting the 
seed, when the fertilizer should be ap- 
plied. Tfle harrowing cannot be done 
too thoroughly, as a fine seeding is 
e\ er} thing m favor of a good crop 
It 


13 a mistake to attempt to work the 
rough land down by cultivating after 
planting. The first preparation is im- 
portant. While the plowing should be 
deep it is best to cultivate shallow, so as 
to avoid breaking the feed'ng roots that 
are near the surface, but the cultivator 
shouli? be used frequently so as to keep 
the top soil loose, as a protection against 
weed.) and drought. Some farmers fol- 
low & regular routine, cultivating the 
corn three times and "laying it by," 
which gi\es grass and weeds a foothold 
There is no time for ceasing cultivation 
as long as grass or weeds aie in the rows, 
if a horse hoe can be used. Good culti- 
fation and a clean surface afford more 
moisture to plants, increase the yield, 
and leave the land in good condition ^r 
next season.—I" ila. liewnl

If nobility may be estimated in 


dollars, the mule is a nobler animal 
than the horse, say the New York Sun.

Cultivation of Corn. 


MANTTRINa AND FERTTUZIXa 


May is the month when the corn is 


planted, and as it is the moat important 
crop in this country, it receives more at- 
tention from experiment than any 
other Its value does not consist of the 
gram only, as no other crop on the farm 
can compare with it as a forage pro- 
ducer, the value of its fodder being equal 
to that of its gram 
Corn receives more 


careless treatment than some crops The 
land may bo rough and full of lumps, 
bat when no other crop seems suitable 
for it corn M planted and made to yield 
well 
One of the ad> antages connected 


with corn growmg is that the land re- 
ceives usually good cultivation, which 
clears the soil of weeds and prepares it 
for some succeeding crop that cannot be 
cultivated 
The roughest soil is re 


duced to fineness when devoted to corn, 
and the crop is one of the suiest on the 
farm 


Corn is a gross feeding plant and uses 


any kind of manure that may be applied 
Its roots run in all directions, and form 
a close netting near the surface 
It is 


also capable of enduring considerable 
drought, and delights in the warmest 
days of summer It is never given too 
much manure, as it is capable of feeding 
over every square inch of surface 
The 


manure should be broadcasted and 
worked into the sol] When fertilizers 
are applied they should be broadcasted 
instead of applied m the hill 
Phos 


phates always give excellent results \Mth 
corn, especially m assisting to fill out 
the seeds when the ears are forming, 
while potash promotes the growth of the 
stalks 
Nitrogen, in any form, always 


shows Rood effects on corn, and this is 
especially the result when corn is plant- 
ed on a clover sod Before planting the 
seeu apply from 300 to 600 pounds of 
mixed fia-tihzer per acre, harrow it in, 
and lay off the rows The increased 
yield of crop will pay for the fertilizer if 
the season is in any degree favorable 


The corn land should have been plow- 


ed early m the spring, so as to allow 
the frost to reduce it, and to destroy 
cut wanrs m the soil, bat it may again 
be cross plowed just be'ore planting the 
seed, when the fertilizer should be ap- 
plied 
The harrowing cannot be done 


too thoroughly, at) a fine seeding is 
even thing in favor of a good crop 
It 


is a mistake to attempt to work the 
rongh land down by cultivating after 
planting 
The first preparation is im- 


portant 
While the plowing should be 


deep it is best to cultivate shallow, so as 
to a\oid breaking the feeding roots that 
a<-e near the surface, but the cultivator 
should be used frequently so as to keep 
the top soil loose, as a protection against 
weeds and drought 
Some farmers fol 


low a regular routine, cultivating the 
corn three times and "laying it by," 
which gives grass and weeds a foothold 
There is no time for ceasing cultivation 
as long as grass or weeds are in the rows, 
if a horse hoe can be used 
Good culti- 


vation and a clean surface afford more 
moisture to plants, increase the yield, 
and leave the land in good condition for 
next season —Philo. Becord

THEY AVERAGE HIQHEK THAN HORSES 


IN AUUOST EVEBY STATE. 


If nobility may be estimated In 


dollars, the mule is a nobler animal 
than the horse, say the New York Sun. 
Yet there are no autumnal mule shows, 
and even if there were it is hardly prob- 
able that flower-adorned young women 
would make a practice of patting the 
prize animal 
The only way to pat a 


mule, according to the Texas code, is 
with a fence rail or a board. The man 
who collected horses and mule statistics 
for the census report shows that the av- 
erage price of a mule is $7 more than 
the average price of a horse. The or- 
dinary mule m South Carolina, which 
owns about 55,000 of the long-eared 
beasts, is worth about $90, the average 
price of a horse in the same state is 
about $79 Texas probably has more 
mules (about 200,000) than any other 
state 
The average price is about Ml, 


or nearly twice the value of a Texas 
horse In Missouri mules are worth 
about »7 more and m Kentucdy about 
$3 more than horses 
Only a few states 


have no mules or so few that the sta- 
tistician didn't make a note of them 
One of these states is Rhode Island, 
which the mule driver of Texas doubt- 
less would think is not any too large
